Body of the Dead President 
Buried at Canton. 



State Funeral at Washington 
Tuesday And Body Viewed 
By Thousands.

Cantou, O. Sept. 19.— After a 
State funeral at Washington Tues- 
day, the body of President McKin- 
ley was taken to Canton Wednesday 
and delivered to his townsmen. 
Every branch of the State Govern- 
ment was represented. The body 
was allowed to lie in state at the 
courthouse during the afternoon, 
wnere thousands, nearly all ol 
whom had known hfm in life, passed 
in file to look upon the now scarcely 
familiar countenance. In the even- 
ing the casket was closed and taken 
to the McKinley home. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley's condition was such that 
she could not participate in the fu 
il services to day in the little 
ch where thirty years ago she 
married. The final funeral 
ices took place in the First 
Methodist church at 1:30 o'clock 
his afternoon. The services were 
ihort and simple The body was 
then escorted by an imposing pro- 
cession to Westlawn cemetery, 
where it was placed in a receiving 
vault. 

Whole Town In Deep Mourning. 

The whole town was in deep 
black. The only house in all this 
■orrow- stricken city without apiece 
of mourning drapery, strange as 
t may seem, was the old familiar 
McKinley cottage, on North Market 
street to which so many distinguish- 
ed men in the country have made 
pilgrimages. The blinds 
drawn, but there was no outward 
token of the blow that had robbed 
it of its most precious possession. 
The flowers bloomed on the lawn 
as they did two weeks ago. There 
was not even a bow of crepe upon 
the door when the stricken widow 
was carried by Abner McKinley 
and Dr. Rixey through it into the 
darkened home.

The cocks at full maturity 
weigh 5 to 5?^ pounds and the 
hens usually about 3}4 to 3^ 
pounds each.

Their carriage in both sexes 
is very dignified and proud. 
The head is carried well up, 
giving the plump, meaty breasts 
very prominent appearance.

The hens never 
brood or even get broody only in 
rare cases. 

The feet and legs are neat and 
trim, ornamented with strong, 
firm white nails. The skin of 
legs and feet is a pigeon blue 
unle3s the bird is old and then it 
white. The beak or "bill" is 
set firmly on the head and is 
ilightly drab in color and is 
freaked with black, the nostrils 
are large, hence they have abun- 
dance of room for breathing. 
The combs are of most fiery 
red, also the wattles. The ear 
lobes are slightly drab, giving 
them a greenish blue tinge. 

The eyes are large, dark and 
expressive. Reverting to the 
comb; it is square, low and wide, 
ending in a spike which turns up 
at the end. Such a comb is 
known as the "Rose comb" kind. 
It fits snugly and tightly to the 
head and renders them almost 
frost proof. Occasionally the 
long spikes and the little spikes 
in the body of the comb will get 
"burert" but not often. The 
skull is deep and wide giving 
room for a large brain, which 
accounts for their superior intel- 
ligewce. 

Tlae neck its of medium length 
and clothed with a "shawl" of 
long, narrow and daintily black 
tipped feathers*; these extend 
well down over the shoulders. 
The wing bows and secondaries 
are white and so ornamented 
with black that when the wing is 
"at rest" there is a black bar 
running full width of the white 
The tail is very full and wide, 
and such a thing as a hen-tail 
cock in a well bred chicken is al- 
most unknown. 

The feathers are wide and the 
ends black. Th 
long and white and rise above 
and gracefully curve over the 
other feathers and drop about on 

line with the middle of the 
body, and each one bears the 
usual black spangle. 

The breast is full and carried 
out prominently and with the 
usual coloring makes a very ex- 
cellent sight.
